In October sad November 1952 s the laboratory of the Keraraisehes Werk Hescho- 
Kahla in Hermsdorf manufactured 10.000 Manjpem type magnet cores and, in 
late October 1952, informed the DHZ Hektrotechnik that it was possible to 
produce large specimens and that the factory wan interested in in°fea^g_th« 
volume of its production. A manager of the works requested that the DHZ Eiefe- 
trotechnik recaaaend that the government authorise an allocation of Western 
currency. He stated that the laboratory was developing Kanlnesm in a farm suit- 
able even far the smallest magnets required, e.g. in precision instruments. The 
DHZ KLektrotechnlk estimated that it would need 500',000 magnet cores far the 
nrmnai production of loudspeakers alone.
